This is unfortunate, for the pupil needs some writ- 
ten work to clinch the points made in the class 
discussions. While it is sound pedagogy to give 
much more time to oral work than to written work 
in the lower grades, it should be remembered that 
oral work alone will not lead to a mastery of our 
mother tongue. The ear, the tongue, and the hand 
should be trained to work together.
